"The American Federation of La- 


bor," the council's statement said, 
"is committed to the principle of 
private ownership, private .initia- 
tive and the protection of private 
property.

tung province. 


Matowchen was considered by 


Chinese commanders Ihc key to 
Tancheng, which had become the 
southernmost point of the Japanese 
advance toward the Lunghai rail- 
way, 15 miles away. 


Tancheng was encircled and be- 


leaguered, Chinese said, though it 
had formed the east side of a sal- 
ient until counter offensives from 
the opposite corner at Taierhch- 
\vang apparently straightened out 
the battle line. 


At the same time a sudden attack 


by General Miao Chen-Lieu's 57th 
army was reported to have driven 
the Japanese back toward Antuns;- 
wei on the Yellow sea. in a battle 
along the Shantung-Kiangsu bor- 
der. The attack relieved the threat 
of a Japanese thrust from the north 
at Haichow, seaport terminus of the 
Lunghai railway. 


New Chinese Spirit 


Pressure was being increased on 


Tancheng by a reinvigorated army, 
which qualified foreign observers 
on the war front said had doubled 
its fighting efficiency and striking 
power since it retired, a humbled 
and routed rabble, from the sham- 
bles of Chapei in Shanghai and 
from the central government cap- 
ital at Nanking. • 


A month ago it struck decisively 


at Taierhchwang, forcing a- Jap- 
anese retreat, the first major defeat 
of a modern Japanese army.

In Honor of Adolf Hitler's Visit 


Naples— CO— Thundering 
guns 


and churning propellers broke the 
calm of the Naples coast today as 
Italy's navy went into a magnifi- 
cent demonstration or its prowess 
in honor of Reichsfuchrer Hitler. 


A bright sun shone on the fa- 


mous Neapolitan shoreline. Smok- 
ing Vesuvius in the background 
framed the blue sea, crowded with 
200 fighting ships over which hov- 
ered squadrons of seaplanes. 


In the center of the fleet that 


moved out of the gulf, each -war- 
ship appended by satellite craft, 
was 
the 
22,000-ton 
battleship 


Cavour, carrying Hitler, Premier 
Mussolini, King Vittorio Emanuele 
and their staffs. 


Suddenly, submarines broke the 


surface on all sides of the fleet in 
mock attack and the 
warships 


thundered salvos at the "enemy" 
craft. 


• In another maneuver, attacking 
torpedo boats shrouded themselves 


in smoke screens, darted from them 
to attack and fled back to cover to 
escape counter-attack. 


In the maneuvers was the navy 


vessel San Marco, a radio-controll- 
ed ship which has no crew. 
Her 


movements were directed from a 
nearby torpedo boat. 


The vast naval panorama was the 


first of four great spectacles in- 
tended to show Hitler Italy's ca- 
pacity for war during the week he 
is a royal guest 


The other three spectacles plan- 


ned in honor of Italy's nazi visitor 
•were a gigantic military parade 
later in the week in Rome, a sham 
battle at Santa Marinella showing 
troops in action, and a great aerial 
demonstration over Furbara. 


Despite 
these 
demonstrations, 


however, the question of how close 
Italy might come to a military al- 
liance was not clarified by spokes- 
men of either side.

MR. FORD MAKES AN ADDRESS 
"I am no orator, as Brutus is: 
But, as you know me all, a plain blunt 


man . . . 
For I have neither wit, nor words, 


nor worth. 


Action or utterance, nor the power of 


speech 


To stir men's blood . . ." 
When Mr. Ford was finally induced to 


make an address he limited himself to 
two sentences. One was that "We are all 
on the spot," and the other to the effect 
that if all would "stick to their guns" 
he would stick to his in the effort to re- 
pair the damage done to America by the 
airy-minded star gazers. Mr. Ford's speech, 
if such it may be called, must have re- 
minded his auditors of school days back in 
about the fourth grade when some boy 
with well plastered hair who really didn't 
want to speak a piece but was duly trained 
and instructed mounted the little rostrum 
and rapidly rattled out his words, glad of 
the chance to race back to his seat and 
hide his head. 


But it is nothing against Mr. Ford that 


he cannot make a speech. In many re- 
spects the country would be better off if 
it had fewer glamorous speakers. 


The men whom America places as 


greatest in its history, Washington,- Jeffer- 
son, Jackson and Lincoln, were all rated 
low in the scale of oratory. Yet each was 
a good debater. Each was able to get to 
his feet and tenaciously follow an argu- 
ment although none was polished, and 
none sought to entertain auditors by a 
mere concoction of hone}' and syrup. 


Public speakers have a very necessary 


place in our form of government but the 
man who is blessed with the talent of or- 
ganization such as Mr. Ford's works dem- 
onstrate'belongs to him is quite often a 
failure on the rostrum or at the banquet 
table. - - 


Probably Mr.,Ford could sit around in 


an informal way with half a dozen men 
and carry on delightful and instructive 
discourse. But when the number- of his 
auditors is enlarged and the friendly at- 
titude of informality is abandoned for the 
cut and dried methods that are known 
as formality something rises in the throat 
of the speaker besides words and seems 
to dam up the passage. 


Probably with Mr. Ford his extreme 


antipathy towards public speaking may- 
be traced to his known dislike of hum- 
bugs and his aversion for the more pom- 
pous ways of the formal life. 


Such a man enlarges even upon the 


harm of which orators are capable. He 
may think of Tennyson's line, "Charm us, 
orator, until the lion look no larger than 
the cat,'' but with a practical mind visions 
the wrong that results when people are 
so charmed. And Mr. Ford, could he be 
induced to speak his mind freely, would 
assure us that oratory, as distinguished 
from fair speech, never plowed a field 
nor curried a horse, never pruned a tree 
nor built a mousetrap, never baked a bun 
nor saved a cripple, but that it has among 
its accomplishments a remarkable achieve- 
ment in the way of deceit. 


For the Pied Piper of Hamlin didn't 


play a flute. 
He was a golden-voiced 


orator. 


A DAY IN THE TEMPLES 


The Temple of Justice, represented by 


our courts, and the Temple of Religion, 
represented by the church, are always 
under the f:ery attacks of institutions 
that cannot use them to their own 
purposes or those dangerous though more 
subtle attacks by men uho try to influ- 
ence them either by direct deceit or per- 
suading the weaker guardians who arc 
temporarily in charge of their affairs to 
abandon their high purposes. 


But yesterday was a good cay for the 


temples and a bad day for Wrong. 


While the Italian dictator was rover- 


Ing the German dictator with confusion 
and embarrassment at the gorgeous pere- 
mony outdistancing in grandeur anything 
that took place in Europe in centuries, 
the head of the Catholic church was re- 
publishing a warning to the civilized 
world, a stern but honest exposure of" the 
Nazi-Fascist doctrines.

and characterized Hitler's "doctrine of 
blood purity" as a false and materialist 
conception of society.

THE NEXT AMERICAN REVOLUTION 


Senator LaFollette is warning against 


the tremendous armament expenditures 
contemplated by the Administration says 
that they will make a certain sort of build- 
ing boom which will be followed by an- 
other depression "and probably revolu- 
tion." The senator does not make plain 
how the building boom which he supports 
is all purity and love which will never 
be followed by any depression, and cer- 
tainly not by a revolution, but that the 
navy rebuilding will have those dreadful 
results. 


Certainly 
all these artificial 
booms 


create depressions. That is true whether 
the artificial boom is created by building 
war vessels or roads. 


But we would think the senator who is 


familiar with the history of revolutions 
would expect the next American one to 
originate in a different source. 


Revolutions are always closely related 


to hunger. 
They arise not only when 


gaunt starvation stalks the land but when 
the government of that land is either cruel 
and reactionary or stupid and demagogue 
bound. 


We are not likely to have hunger to a 


depressing point in America unless the 
Administration has its way about limiting 
Nature and stopping her from producing 
what she otherwise would give us by way 
of wheat, rice, potatoes and even little 
pigs. For those really interested in revo- 
lutions watch the bakery windows. When 
they are empty—look out. 


'On the other hand a nice first class 


revolution may be just what we need in 
America. We have had peace for over 
twenty years. Are we growing rusty? 


If revolution should come we suggest 


that the government, just in the interest 
of giving the people a liberal education, 
provide us with clear movies of the drove 
that makes for the Mexican border. 


Many familiar faces will be recognized. 


Spell-binding orators will be there in 
plentiful' numbers. But fear will haunt 
their countenances as they look for any 
old hillside behind which-to conceal them- 
selves in safety. Their run to the Mexican 
border will be the hardest work they ever 
performed. 


FARM PRODUCTS CHEAPER 


Food Is costing less in America. 
Sharp declines in prices aie not help- 


ing tKe farmer. 


Many influences affect market prices 


but the major influence is covered by that 
old expression, "the law", of supply and 
demand." 
The farmer is primarily in- 


terested in keeping the demand up near 
the supply. 


"We would not turn his attention away 


from nny condition that affects the whole- 
someness of his livelihood but we may 
submit to him that if he will examine 
the course of prices throughout the gen- 
erations he will find that demand is low 
when industry has been so kicked in the 
abdomen that it cannot stand up and 
function. 


Even Prussianized efforts to reduce the 


supply have never seemed to have the ef- 
fect upon prices that a healthy demand 
has. 
Since the farmer's market is so 


largely dependent upon the steadiness and 
satisfactory amount of the worker's wages 
it is somewhat strange to see farmers sit 
around complacently while industry is 
anaesthetized by amateur politicians look- 
ing for something to do. 


About 4 million men unemployed since 


last fall are bound to have a telling effect 
upon the farm even though the farm is not 
in sight of a factory. 


And now if we can only strangle the 


utilities or find some other goats to put 
down in the dust with the lailroads, well, 
—we will have done just that much more 
for the farmer.

evening. Too many young fathers

What is needed in this" too free

six months; 14 to 15 hours at the 
a?e of one year (11 to 12 hours at 
night, 2 or 3 hours in two naps in 
the daytime.)

For 
instance, it may be better to avoid 
stitches thru the skin, or to remove 
stitches in a day or two after the 
first aid treatment. No remedy is 
known which will prevent sac or 
dissolve it.

In countless hands, declarer's 


method of playing one single suit, 
not necessarily the trump suit, may 
spell the difference between suc- 
cess and failure. Certain card com- 
binations arc baffling to the aver- 
age player who has not taken the 
pains to analyze, or study, the "per- 
centage" play. Such a combination 
is involved in the heart suit in the 
following hand:

Declarer could see then 
that the success of his game con- 
tract depended squarely on hold- 
ing his heart loss to one trick. The 
missing K-Q-10 of hearts made any 
orthodox finesse out of the 
ques- 


tion. For example, to lead dummy's 
heart jack through East could no! 
possibly avail because East certain- 
ly •would cover and, after declar- 
er won with the ace, he would 
have to concede tricks to the ten 
and the other high honor. To leac 
the nine spot from dummy wouk 
be equally ineffectual. If East hac 
the ten he would cover and stil 
preserve two heart tricks for his 
side, whereas if East did not have 
the ten he would let the nine ride 
and declarer would either have to 
put up the see or lose to the ten 
in West's hand. Thus, a heart leac 
from dummy had nothing to rec- 
ommend it. There was. however, a 
possible distribution of the 
heart 


honors that could be highly favora- 
ble to delcarer. That was to fine 
East with the two top honors and 
West with the ten spot With noth- 
ing to lose and everything to gain 
declarer first cashed the king o: 
clubs, then led a low heart towarc 
dummy and. when West played the 
six, put in dummy's nine. Obvious- 
ly, East was helpless. He took the 
queen but could make no return 
that would win another trick for 
his side. The king of hearts return 
would be smothered by the ace 
whereas the low heart would be al- 
lowed to ride to the jack. The re- 
turn of either a club or a diamond 
would permit a heart discard by de- 
clarer and a ruff in dummy.

I agr^e heartily with the people who want to give books to children 


who are in trouble \vith the police. They ought to have good books 
Just two points rise in this question, the ability of such children to read 
the books given them, and their ability to profit by the reading. It ;s not 
always possible for children who get into the hands of the police to do 
either. 


The first idea of the conscientious people in charge of these children 


is to give them a classic. "Treasure Island." "Tom Sawyer." "Captains 
Courageous," "Three Years Before the Mast." "Rebecca of Sunnybrook 
Farm," "Little Women," "Life of Madame Curie." Fine. None better. 
But— 


Children who get into trouble with society are rarely of high in- 


telligence. Rarely do such children read' for meaning. Many of them 
read for words, as they are called on in class. Reading books for plea- 
sure or for information is not their habit because it is not within '.heir 
power. Some of them might be taught; many of them cannot learn 
reading of that kind. 


In any case the effort is worth trial. A library ought to be in everv 


place where children are held un- 
der the power of the courts. What 
sort of books are going to make the 


add short bits of information, lik< 
captions in large print. That is the

are gulls, Baltimore orioles and

pelicans.

through the air as fast as white- 
tailed ' deer can run over the 
ground. 


It as interesting to note that the 


robin flies twice as fast as the blue- 
bird. 


An excellent record was made by 


a homing pigeon. It flew a distance 
of 552 miles at the average speed of 
39 miles per hour. Still better 
speeds have been made by pigeons 
in. races over shorter distances, the 
rate sometimes being more than 60 
miles per hour. 


Bpbwhites, lapwings, snow geese, 


California quails and starlings have 
top speeds of about 50 miles per 
hour. They fly faster than, jack 
rabbits can run. 


The mile-a-minute birds include 


cackling 
geese, teals, 
mallards, 


crows and pheasants. Speeds of 
from 65 to' 72 miles per hour have 
been made by pintails, swifts, gold- j 
en plovers and canvasbacks. 


The common swallow seems to be i 


the fastest flyer among the small! 
birds. A record of one of them puts ' 
its speed 
at 106 miles per. hour. 


Tree swallows, however, do not fly 
nearly so fast as that Their speeds 
range from 25 to 45 miles per hour. 


Most of the figures I have given 


are from a chart prepared by the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. The speeds were measured by 
observers in 
motorboats, trains, 


automobiles and airplanes. 


The chart gives the speed of the 


golden eagle as 120 miles an hour. 
That is more than two miles per 
minute, but the speed of the duck 
hawk is said to be the greatest of 
all — 180 miles an hour, or three 
miles a minute. This hawk also has 
the name of "peregrine falcon."

The basic trouble with the Na-i 


tional Labor Relations Board is that 
it is not a national • labor relations 
board. Until this fact is generally 
understood and frankly recognized 
the Wagner act will continue to be 
a major cause of antagonism be- 
tween capital and labor, between 
employers and the administration. 


While it is generally 
supposed 


that the board was set up in order 
to regulate the relations 
between 


employers and workers, in fact the 
board has no power to do anything 
about the promotion of industrial 
peace. That is still the function of 
the Department 
of 
Labor. 
The 


board has no power to conciliate, to 
mediate, or to arbitrate; it .has no 
power to deal with working condi- 
tions or with wages, with strikes, 
with lockouts, with the equity of 
labor contracts, with their interpre- 
tation and enforcement. It is sail- 
ing under false colors when it calls 
itself the National Labor Relations 
Board. For it is no such thing. It is 
a special agency designed to enforce 
the theory that the constitutional 
right of labor to organize in unions 
means that all labor in an indus- 
try must be represented by the un- 
ion selected by, a majority of the 
workers. 
Mistaken Idea of Labor 
Board's Real Purpose 


The authors 
of the Wagner act 


never intended to create an agency 
which had authority over, or re- 
sponsibility for, the promotion of 
industrial "peace. Thus if there is a 
strike or a lockout in an industry 
which is already unionized, the dis- 
pute cannot be taken to the Nation- 
al Labor Kelations Board. The pub- 
lic may think a board with such 
a beautiful name ought to be able 
to do something about a great dis- 
pute in a unionized industry, but 
the board can do nothing. 


Once a union is recognized by the 


employer, the board 
has nothing 


further to say about labor relations 
in that industry. And if ever all na- 
tional employers recognized unions, 
as they do, for example, in England, 
the board would for all practicable 
purposes have no further reasons 
for its existence. Though 
there 


might still be great 
disputes be- 


tween unions and employers, though 
these disputes led to gigantic strikes 
or lockouts, the board in spite of its 
name could do nothing whatsoever. 


I do not think that 
employers 


generally understand this. I doubt 
whether many in Congress under- 
stand it. I feel sure that the general 
public does not understand it. 
Warmer Act Intended 
To Help Mass Workers 


The Wagner act 
was 
inspired 


originally by the idea that though 
working men have a constitutional 
right to organize, in fact this right 
has been nullified in many of the 
mass production industries. 
The 


right is nullified 
by 
espionage 


which identifies the men who arc 
active in labor unions and by dis- 
crimination in hiring and firing 
which amounts to intimidation. The 
primary object of the Wagner act 
was to create a Federal 
agency 


which would protect workers in 
the exercise of their civil right to 
organize. If it had been properly 
named, it would then have been 
called by some such name as the 
Board for the Protection 
of the 


Civil Rights of Industrial Workers. 


This would have been its name if 


the sponsors of the Wagner act had 
followed their first inspiration. But 
they did not. 
They soon decided 


that the constitutional right of a 
worker to organize meant that he 
must belong to, or at least be repre- 
sented by. a union selected by the 
majority. 
A minority of workers 


have no rights that the Wagner act 
as now interpreted 
will protect. 


Their constitutional freedom of as- 
sociation is treated as a compulsion 
to follow the union of the majority.

All the criticisms of the National^" 


Labor Relations Board are based on 
the false assumption that it was 
meant to be an impartial tribunal 
for the promotion of 
industrial 


peace. But there is nothing in the 
Wagner act, except the rather dis- 
ingenuous preamble, and there is 
nothing in the record of the board, 
to sustain this view. The board is 
not a tribunal. It is a prosecuting 
agency. It is not impartial. 
It is 


committed to the promotion of a 
certain type of labor organization. 
Its purpose is to put the Federal 
power behind the right of certain 
types of labor unions to organize 
the unorganized workers, and to 
exclude all other types of 
labor 


unions. 


The function of the board is to 


prosecute employers who do not 
deal exclusively either with the C. 
I. O. or with the A. F. of L. That 
is the only aspect of national labor 
relations that the National Labor 
Relations Board is concerned about. 


The Wagner act being what it is. 


it is useless to expect, or for the 
board to pretend, that it is a quasi- 
judicial tribunal. It is not in any 
sense concerned with the adminis- 
tration of justice in labor relations, 
with the determination of the re- 
spective rights of labor and capital. 
Its hearings are not to be regarded 
as law suits but as investigations to 
determine whether the board has 
sufficient evidence to prosecute an 
employer for not dealing with the 
C. I. O. or the A. F. of L. 


The board is the advocate of a 


special policy—that every national 
industry should be organized either 
in a C. I. O. or a A. F. of L. union, 
and it has two clients, the C. I. O. 
and the A. F. of L. The right of the 
employer, or of the independent 
worker, to have a fair hearing is 
confined to the question of wheth- 
er he has interfered with the C. I. 
O. or the A. F. of L. organizers. No 
other problem of labor 
relations 


will be considered by the board. 
Congress Should Explain 
Jurisdiction Of Board 


If. as seems most desirable. Con- 


gress decides to investigate the op- 
erations of the board under the 
Wagner act, it should address itself 
first of all to the task of explaining 
frankly to Congress and to

can and cannot do. 
This would 


raise immediately the question of 
whether a highly specialized pros-

WORMING FOP. TROUT 


By O. Warren Smith 
I 


HAVE said over and over that 
a wormer can be as good and 
true a sportsman as can the 


fly-man; that sportsmanship is not 
wholly a matter of tackle, rather, it 
is the spirit of fair-play raised to 
the n-th place. When streams are 
high and muddy, as obtains in early 
spring, or after heavy rains,'there 
is no use employing flies. When the 
fish cannot see a fly, he certainly 
will not take. There is little use 
casting a fly when no flies are upon 
the surface of the water. That's 
that. 


I do not vary the tackle I employ 


flying, to any extent, when I use 
garden hackle. Oh. I shorten the 
leader, or use a snelled hook; prob- 
ably the latter is the better bet Do 
not select a small hook, rather a 
large one. The large hook will keep 
the small trout 
from 
impaling 


themselves. It is neither a pleasant 
task for the angler or a pleasant 
experience for the trout. A large 
hook will help both the trout's and 
angler's feelings. A fish big enough 
to take will not be impaled on a 
large hook. I had rather a good fish 
escaped than that a small one was 
seriously injured. 


Uses Fly Rod 


I have said I do not make any 


great change in tackle when worm- 
ing from that I employ fly-fishing. 
I am a lover of the fly-rod, and 1 
use it worming, with a single action 
reel and level, enameled silk line. 
(Note I said level line, I-prefer a 
double tapered for fly-fishing.) A 
snelled hook, or a short leader and 
eyed hook. 
Sometimes, as when 


fishing a brushy stream, I pinch 
a single shot to the shank of the 
hook, just above the bend. If I get 
a snag, I can run the tip 4of the rod 
down to the hook and disentangle. 
Of course this is an 
operation 


where care must be exercised or 
the tip may possibly be broken. 


Where the stream will permit, I 


do not employ any sinker, but al- 
low the baited hook to travel with 
the current, an operation, or meth- 
od, I term "reeling." The fisherman 
can let fcis baited hook travel down 
with the current, over and under 
logs, between rocks, back under 
the bank, and so on. Surprising 
how much line can be loosed from I 
the reel. Surprising, too, how much ' | 
water can be covered from one 
opening. If a fish" takes, and it is 
almost certain one will if time is 
given for the worm to find its way , I 
into the fish's hang-outs, a trout [ 
hooked, the fun begins. To reel too ' 
slowly is to give the capture oppor- 


tunity to run under a log, to reel 
too rapidly is to bring him to the 
surface, .where he will entangle 
himself with low-hanging brush. 
It may not sound very thrilling' as 
I tell it, but the word from my ex- 
perience is that its more than thrill- 
ing, it is glorious. I have taken an 
even dozen trout from one opening 
in a brush-covered stream—spent 
my whole morning right in one 
place. 


Where 
there are broad, 
deep 
holes with an eddy, one can, if 
minded, sit down 
and fish for 


trout as though they were suckers. 
This is where the single shot sinker 
is employed. Never hurry the game 
or become impatient. Let the light- 
ly weighted hook whirl 'round and 
'round with the current, working 
this way and that Wait for the fish 
to take. On Opening Day, when I 
find such a pool. I like to take 
"squatter's rights", build a little, 
smelly fire, and stay right there, 
listening to the biros and watching

The stamp was supposed to have 


pictured Viking, a famed Bermudi- 
an yacht belonging to the Trimirig- 
ham brothers 
whose 
family is 


pror-Jr.ent in the colony. But pic- 
tures got mixed. 


Born sailors, the Bermudians con- 


sider yachting their native sport. 
They have three yacht dubs down 
there. 


So. when Bermuda revamped,its 


pictorial set recently, substituting 
George VI for George V medallions, 
everyone expected Viking to make 
a belated appearance. But Lucie 
sailed out again on the twopenny 
which changed only its color—center 
in blue, frame in black, instead of 
vice versa. Sensitive British yachts- 
men are reported to be in a frenzy. 


However, Bermuda postal author- 


ities did make one patriotic change 
in the set. The 1938 three-penny 
stamp carries a view of the native- 


stone lighthouse on SL David's is- 
land at the northeast corner of the 
group. This value in 1936, according 
to the added consternation of many 
loyal Britons, pictured the private 
residence of an American citizen— 
Point House, the Bermuda home of. 
Charles Stokes of Philadelphia. 
(Scott's catalog calls it "Typical 
cottage.")

and IJ-pence stamps, is a view,(oi 
Hamilton harbor showing a modern 
ocean liner beside a four-master. 
The Grapebay (Paget parish) de- 
sign of 1936 is repeated on the 2J-.

"It is my hope that 


the state department of commerce 
•will in time become the interpreter 
between industry and government." 
W. F. Ashe. recently appointed di- 
, rector of the department by Gov- 
ernor Phillip F. LaFollette, told an 
audience of more than 100 at a din- 
ner in his honor last night at Hote 
Kaukauna. Ashe has been personne 
director at the Thilmany Pulp an 
Paper company here since 1919. 
"Business and government do no 


talk the same language," Ashe con 
tinued. "When business men go tc 
Madison to ask for something thej 
usually have two strikes on them 
before they leave." 


"One of the purposes of the de 


partment of commerce is to givi 
business and industry an officia 
voice in government. 
This 
wil 


work two ways, as employment ant 
prosperity in industry contribute 
better government. 


"Encourage Industry" 


"Primarily the department wil 


attempt to encourage the develop 
merit of industry in Wisconsin, wit] 
a view to reducing the unemploy 
ment rolls, especially of that group 
in the early twenties who have 
never found work." 


There will be no attempt to regu 


late or rule business in any way 
Ashe said. 


"We have no authority over bus! 


nes at all," the new director said 
"but unlimited authority to help in 
any way we can. Our efforts won' 
be limited to 'big business," we wil 
aid corporations, individuals, com- 
munities—all who seek help. Bust 
nessmen with years of experience 
in large companies have expressec 
themselves willing to discuss the 
problems of small businesses and 
give them their suggestions." 


- 
The department 
will start its 


' work from the demands of indus- 


try. It must not be allowed to be- 
come bureaucratic. 
Ashe stated, 


saying that he wanted it to be the 
easiest department in the state for 
people to be received. 


"Wish To Be Of Service" 


"I don't care 
anything 
about 


merely running a state depart- 
ment," the speaker concluded, "J 
wish to be of service to businesst 
industry and young people. The 
new organization can only be as 
great as the amount of service it 
can render."
